This tax will be due on that date for 
five-sixths of the calendar year 1913 
and thenceforth will 
be 
due 
for 
each full calendar year. 
W hile the new’ income tax bears 
most heavily 
and 
importantly 
on 
persons of 
large 
income, 
a 
large 
ru m ber of people are 
concerned in 
it to some extent. Every unmarried 
person with a 
net 
income—and by 
net income is m eant 
that 
enjoyed 
ever and above the cost of maintain­ 
ing a business, and not the cost of 
personal or family living—must pay 
a tax of I per cent a year 
on the 
excess of the 
income 
over 
$3,000. 
Thus an unmarried person with an 
income of $4,000 a year m ust pay a 
tax on $1,000 a year, or $10 annu­ 
ally, or five-sixths of that amount for 
the current calendar year. 
A married person with an income 
of $5,000 a year, or a man and wife 
whose joint income is $5,000, must 
pay a tax of I per cent on $1,000, or 
$10 
annually. 
No 
exemptions 
arc 
made for children, though they were 
originally proposed. The only exemp­ 
tions, Indeed, are those of $3,000 in 
th# case of unmarried persons and

M c K e n z i e 


New York, Oct. 31.—There are so 


many tricks on travelers that the de­ 


scription of one of them will hardly 


serve as a warning against all others; 
and yet the complacency with which 
I have heard many people compare 
the honesty of Canadians with the 
trickery of shop keepers and others 
with whom they have come in com­ 
mercial contact abroad leads me to 
relate a brief experience which I had 
in one of the larger Canadian cities 
this summer. 
I had occasion to send some cloth­ 
ing to a laundry, and as is the cus­ 
tom of the American traveler, I rang 
for a bellboy and gave the bundle to 
him, presumably to be taken to the 
laundry of the hotel. 
A few' days 
later the clothing was returned with 
a bill from a local 
laundry 
which 
made me stare. 
The quantity of the 
clothing was small and the aggregate 
of the charges was 
therefore 
not 
great; bet the individual prices asked 
for “doing up” certain garments puz­ 
zled me. 
Labor is cheaper in Cana­ 
da than it is in New York city; yet 
here were charges much greater than 
I had paid in New York for the same 
work. 
My astonishment disappeared 
a moment later with the memory of 
the m atter and it would 
not 
have 
been revived probably if I had not 
had occasion later to visit the office 
of the laundry to return a handker­ 
chief and claim my own in place 
of it. 
The proprietor of the laundry was 
a 
voluble 
Frenchman. 
During my 
conversation with him I recalled the 
surprise I had felt at the siw* of his 
bill and I made some comment on it. 
He held up his hands. 
“What can 
you expect?” he said in a delightfully 
broken accent. 
“We pay the hotels 
15 per cent for the business and we 
must make it up somewhere.” 
A 
light began to break on me. 
“And 
then,” the laundryman added, “I must 
do the work of the proprietor of the 
hotel for nothing: and his family’s 
and all the linen froth his house.” He 
paused until the full effect of this had 
reached me. 
“And there is the chief 
clerk.” 
he 
continued. 
“His 
work 
must be done for nothing. 
And the 
other clerks,” 
Another pause. 
“And 
the bellboys—I must do their work if 
want them to call me lip on the tele­ 
phone for orders.” I had been adding 
mentally the possibilities of these dif­ 
ferent taxes on my linen and they 
were approximating rapidly the full 
sum of my bill. 
The proprietor now- 
added 
with 
a 
deprecatory shrug: 
‘And the chief clerk said to me when 
I brought my first bill to his guests: 
‘You do not charge enough.’ 
I told 
him he would not have to tell me 
that twice. 
So I added 50 per cent to 
the rates I had been charging.” 
My 
mental calculation hounded at this 
to a point beyond what I had paid. 
I 
wondered that he could do my linen 
so cheaply. 
The explanation of this 
came quickly. 
“And then.” said the 
proprietor, “we could not do much 
with the gentlemen’s clothing because 
it is all very plain. 
But the ladies’.” 
His face fairly beamed. 
“When a 
lady sent her skirts in, all trimmed 
with lace,” he continued: “then we 
could put on as much as we pleased. 
Sd the ladies have to pay well for 
what they have done. 
You pay very 
lit Ie.” 
I began to feel that T was 
really highly favored instead of the 
victim of an imposition—first by rea­ 
son of the fact that I was not a wo­ 
man and that my garments 
were 
plain: and second 
because, 
having 
been spared from matrimony, I had 
only my own laundry bills to pay. 
Copied After New York. 
When I got back to New York I 
n ade some inquiries and they con­ 
firmed my 
worst, 
suspicions. 
The 
Canadian customs, if I am to believe 
competent authority, is 
copied from 
the customs of New York. The ho­ 
tels of Sew York 
assess

dries to which they give 
the busi­ 
ness of their guests a modest 15 to

ports of “ off-feed” condition of hogs 


during the past fewr days, he said: 


“ The last fewr days, with its cold 
and wet condition, has been the cause 
of many hogs in Pettis county to get 
off feed, have a slight cough, and a 
watery, sometimes m ilky white, dis­ 
charge from the nose. 
“ In nearly every case, where these 
conditions have been investigated, it 
has been noted that the proper sani­ 
tary conditions do not exist. 
Hogs 
that are kept in crowded or wet, dirty 
pens or allowed to sleep around straw 
stacks or manure heaps, are very apt 
to suffer as a result of becoming over­ 
heated and chilled. 
“ In all cases where hogs act dull 
and feverish, the eves are red and 
watery, there is a slight sneezing, and 
'ater a discharge from the nostrils, it 
!s advised that the infected animals 
be taken up, placed in a dry, wrell ven­ 
tilated pen. where 
there 
are 
no 
drafts, with plenty of straw' or warm 
bedding, and fed a very light diet. 
If 
possible give a physic of some kind 
lo the sick animal. 
“ Clean, sanitary surroundings, with 
a warm, dry place for shelter, will 
prevent many conditions that reduce 
the resistance of the 
animal, 
and 
thereby make them more susceptible 
to hog cholera.” 
lf no improvement is noticed on the

Jefferson City, Mo., Oct. 25.—Poul­ 
try and eggs to the value of $46,678,- 
240 wert sold in 1912 by the farmers 
and poultry raisers of Missouri, ac­ 
cording ,o tentative figures on this 
industry given out for publication to­ 
day by Commissioner John T. Fitz­ 
patrick, of the bureau of labor statis­ 
tics. 
The bulletin on this interesting 
and thrifty industry goes on to state 
that the shipments of poultry, eggs 
and feathers from the 114 counties of 
pie state to the larger markets, which 
Include St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Jo­ 
seph, Chicago, cleveland. Memphis, 
philadelphia. Washington, New York, 
Boston and other large cities, for the 
same year. were worth $30,902,416. 
These figures are record-breakers and 
therefore mean that Missouri is still 
the “Poultry Queen of the Union,” a 
title which was bestowed four years 
ago when Missouri took first rank 
for this industry over all other states. 
Many carloads of poulry aud eggs 
were shipped directly in 1912 from 
concentrating centers, such as Mo 
berly, Joplin. California, Springfield 
Sedalia, Kansas City, Cap0 Girardeau 
# 
and St. Louis to the eastern cities 
mentioned. 
As 
vast 
quantities of 
poultry and eggs form a part of flu 
cold storage provisions 
which 
tie 
huge steamers, plying between New 
York and European ports, place on 
the daily menu for their passenger^ 
tile indications are that Missouri farm 
yard product 
were

carried 
across the Atlantic to and eaten in 
those distant cities. 
The calculations of the bureau o* 
labor statistics on the poultry indue 
try of Missouri 
are

Of live poultry the shipments 
amounted to 94,050,612 pounds, which 
at IO cents a pound, was worth $9.- 
105,661.

died morally. 
Our hospitals tell us

our aches, disappointments and trials 
Tell us that the curse of God upon us 
is severe, although it is just. 


“ No More Curse.” 
The statem ent of our text is of it­ 
self a contradiction of the eternal tor­ 
ment theories.

character, 
which made God to appear Satanic in 
he extreme. 
While agreeing with. Calvin that all 
‘xcept the saintly would be everlast- 
ngly tortured. 
Wesley claimed that 
wen if God foreknew' the number of 
he unsaintly and had foreordained 
their torture, there must have been 
*ome option left with them.

sacked the Bible to find some proof- 
ext supporting this theory.

Answer.—The Tabernacle of the Wil­ 
derness erected by the Israelites under 
the direction of Moses, who had receiv­ 
ed Instructions from the Lord as to its 
exact form and arrangements, was the I 
most gorgeous and expensive tent ever 
made. Its estimated cost runs up into 
the millions. There were two compart­ 
ments, the ‘‘Holy” and the “Most 
Holy and the structure was surround­ 
ed by an enclosure called the “Court”. 
A white linen fence seven and one- 
half feet high separated the “Court” 
from the camp of Israel whenever they 
stopped in their journey towards the 
promised land. 
The "gate” leading 
into this enclosure was made of richly 
embroidered linen, and also the “door” 
or entrance into the first apartment of 
the Tabernacle, the “Holy”. No men 
tion is made in the Bible of cherubim 
being embroidered either in the “gate” 
or the "door”. 
But the “vail” or en­ 
trance into the “Most Holy” was thus 
adorned. (Exodus 20:31.)

scription of the “door” see verse 36.

Does not this p ractical­ 
ly m ean th a t no rich man can ever get 
into H eaven? 
Answers.—-There are several Scrip­ 
tures which seem to intimate that no 
rich men will be able to enter Into the 
Kingdom—such as James 5:1-5; Luke 
16:19-31; and Matthew 19:22-24. 
But 
happily (for all rich men are not bad) 
In the Scripture text under considera­ 
tion, the Master suggests a way w here­ 
by even a rich man can get into the 
Kingdom. In the wralls of the ancient 
city of Jerusalem were large, massive 
gates which were kept open during 
the (lay to permit of the easy flow, in 
and out, of traffic of all kinds. These 
gates at a certain hour of the evenings 
were closed to preclude the possibil­ 
ity of a sudden attack and destruction 
of the city by robber bands or other 
enemies during the night 
However, 
if some belated traveler on camel back 
should arrive after these public gates 
had been closed, there was a very 
small gate at one side called “The Nee­ 
dle’s Eve,” through which a carnel 
could pass, after it had been unload­ 
ed, by kneeling down and creeping 
along. The lesson is obvious: If any 
who are wealthy are willing to unload 
their riches Iii assisting the poor and 
in the Lord’s service, and will bow low 
iu submission to the Divine will, these 
may gain an entrance into the King­ 
dom 6t Heaven.

is the affirmative. It is apparent to 
all thinking minds that Christ’s reign 
has not yet begun, for the Scriptures 
declare that during the reign of the 
Lord, the great adversary of the race, 
Satan, will be bound, and that in the 
close of that reign he will bo loosed 
for a little season. A single glance 
over the conditions existing in the 
world will serve to convince anyone 
that Satan Is still a very active per­ 
sonality. now'ever, conditions iii the 
next Age, the period of Christ’s reign, 
w'ill experience a radical change as 
gradually the evil, selfish elements are 
eliminated. The last of the evil things 
that have so long afflicted the race, 
death, “and him that had the power 
of death” shall be destroyed (Hebrews 
2:14; Revelation 21:4)

Q.— W h a t t w o m ighty beings does 
the Bible nam e as disputing over the 
body of a great man, and w h y w a s this 
dispute, or rather w h y should they d i s ­ 
pute over his body? 
(T. A. M.) 
Answer.—1The account is set forth in 
Jude 9, IO,—“Yet Michael the archan­ 
gel, w hen contending with the devil, 
he disputed about the body of Moses, 
durst not bring against him a railing 
accusation, but said, The Lord rebuke 
thee.” 
Michael signifies who as God 
and doubtless refers to the Lord Jesus 
in his prehuman state. 
As in this 
verse there is found the only mention 
made in the Scriptures of tills re­ 
markable dispute, w'e could only sur­ 
mise as to its significance. Moses was 
a type of Christ (Acts 3:22), and the 
contention over his body would well 
represent the conflict taking place over 
the body of Christ, the Church, during 
the Christian Era. 
We may also un­ 
derstand that Satan greatly desired to 
have the body »of Moses so that his 
mummy might become a temptation to 
idolatry on the part of the children of 
Israel, just as we see today some 
Christians are disposed to reverence 
and worship the bones and relics of 
those who have been catalogued as 
“sain ta*’.

Answer.—These expressions of the 
prophet would be meaningless unless 
we attached to them a symbolic signifi­ 
cance. 
Without going too deeply into 
the matter it will suffice to say that 
this prophecy is capable of a double 
application; first, upon the Jews, flesh­ 
ly Israel; then upon the Church of 
Christ, spiritual Israel. The literal in­ 
terpretation of this upon the Jews was, 
the overturning of their kingdom by 
Babylon, the "great lion” (Daniel 7:4). 
aud the seventy years’ desolation of 
the land which followed, from 606 
B. C. to 536 B. C. 
The true signifi­ 
cance of this prophecy, however, is its 
application upon spiritual Israel. The 
“strong nation” or “great lion” is an­ 
titypical 
Babylon, 
the great 
false 
church and state system whose devo­ 
tees have been made drunk with the 
“wine” (false doctrines) of Babylon.— 
Revelation 17:2. Those who are thus 
drunken 
(confused, 
bewildered and 
muddled up) by the errors of the false 
system, Babylon, will not be able to 
appreciate the “new wine” (pure doc­ 
trines, the truth). 
It is this great de­ 
vouring "lion” which has persecuted 
and oppressed the “fig tree” (the Jews) 
and imprisoned and put to death the 
“vine” (the true Church of Christ— 
John 15: 1-8).
